derate as to be almost neutral. But, age rule, we fancy thet when 
the contest becomes exciting, few who have been accustomed to 
vote will be able to stand idly by and let ina Tory. There is one

Conservatives are almost, if not entüely, free. We do | 
not find Tories opposing one ancther in а contest for the 
samo seat when a Liberal candidate is in the field with & chance of | 
carrying off the prize. Whether it is that their candidates have а 
better sense of duty to a cause, or that the party generally is more 
amensble to discipline, we certainly do not see them losing seats 
through mere personal rivalry or а selfish incapacity to estimate | 
the chances of a poll, or on acocunt of differences on minute pointe 
of political faith.

Bhe Was alterwards attended by Mr. Marshall surgeon, of York, 
bus she gradually sank, and expired on Wednesday morning 
last. In the afternoon of that day Mr. Marshall made а post-mortem 
examination of ihe body of the deceased, and the sons were atier- 
wards taken into castody on the obarge of killing their mother. 
Onristopher, who was apprehended at а publle-house at Olitton, 
near York, stated that his brother struck his mother with a obicory 
sool. The other prisoner made no reply to the charge. The de- 
ceased made a statement to the effect that on the 16th ult. в quarrel 
took place in the house between the two sons, whom abe separated; 
ibat Unristopher was tuen going to gards zue door, and as she was 
in the act oi following bim Stapleton took apa chicory tool and 
gave her a heavy blow with it un the head. It is stated that the 
onicory tool was afterwards seen іа the house, but it cannot now 
be fouud.— Sheffield Daily Telegraph. 

MIIRACULOUS ÉSCAPE.— Да Lewes, on Saturday, a youth named 
Joan Coruwail, aged filteen, was in the Bridgewick obalk pits, 
near Le ves, intending to take the nest of а bird, which was some 
distance up the faos of the olif. With this view he commenced 
climbing up the projecting pieces of chalk to & giddy height, sud 
had nearly reaoned the object of his perilons feat, when а jump of 
ohaik gave way, &nd fell back wards to the ground, together with 
an enormous weight of loose stone, amidst which his form was 
hardly discernible, the only spectator being his father, who hap- 
pened to oome that way at the time.

INGENIOUS FRAUDS UPON THE POST-OFFICE. 


A cHARGE of forgery and fraud was preferred on Saturday after- 
noon, before Mr. Flowers, at Bow-etreet Polioe-oourt, by the Post- 
office authorities, against a man who gave the name of Thomas 
Henry Wilson, but who is supposed to be only the accomplice 
of the ingenious person by whom the scheme, involving a loss 


| of £600, was originally committed. Mr. Pesoock, the Post- oflioe 


soliciter, attended for the prosecution, and detailed the oir- 
cumstauces related by the princips! witness in full, and ex- 
pressed his hope that the chief delinquent, who had assumed the 
functions of a Government inspeot.r, would shortly be in the 
hands of the police, 

Hancock, the detective officer, deposed to having apprehended 
the prisoner in the Edgware-roed, where he had been looking 
out for him for some time past. On telling him that he was 
charged with aiding another man in defrauding the Post- 
office, he et first denied all knowledge of it; but then 
added, "that he could not be charged with forgery, as 
he was unable to write.” Nothing about forgery had been 


| mentioned to him. He said he was & hatter, and refused to give 


any address. 

Mr. Charles James, 141, Whitechapel-road, and Mr. T. H. List, 
of the Oommercial-road, both keeping money-order offices, deposed 
to having paid the prisoner £60 each, being the amouut of money- 
orders presented by him on the 13.h ot May. The latter witness, 
on being oross examined by Mr. L. Lewis, declined to swear posi- 
tively as to the identity. 

Mr. Augustus Shroeder, another post-office keeper, pid him £20 
the same morning. 

Samuel Weddock, examined’: I keep the post-office at the village 

of Nether Btowey, near Bridgwater, Somerset, and keep i.e books 
end official doouments. The money-order forms and advice-forms 
are on the same sheet. In granting money-orders we insert the 
amount, name of remitter, and the payee, and the office on which 
the money is drawn; and then advices are sent to the 
postmaster on whom the order is drawn. Tue order is 
hended to the person who applies for it. About twelve o'clook 
on the 12th of May last а man arrived at my сое in э gig. 
He entered the office, and requested to have some conver- 
sation with me in my private room. He had а bag in his hand. 
I showed him into my room. He then said he wes а Government 
inspector, sent by the Postmaster-General, to whom various coom- 
plaints had been recently made respecting letters at Nether 
Stowey, Canningham, and Holford. He complained of general 
mismanagement in the district. He asked, “ Who had socess to 
my office?’ I told him myself and eon. “Is your son duly 
sworn ?” һе asked. I aid, Yes, he is.” He then teok out some 
papers from his bag, and appeared to read the addresses of 
several letters, which he stated had beem lost. He mentioned one 
addressed to Sir George Grove, of Belgrave-square, containing 
bank notes, which had been lost. He said there was another, 
coniatuing coins, the posting of which could be attested. He saia 
also that sir Peregrine Ackley had made complaints respecting his 
letters. I told him that Sir Psregrine’s Іейеге did not generally 
pase through my hands, although some did, as he had two country 
sosis. I said 1 had received a letter from a Mr. John Hamilton, 
stating that а letter of his, containing bank-notes, and whioh was 
addressed to Mrs. J. Hamilton, post- оїћое, Camden-town, had not 
been received. He said the Postmaster-General had directed that 
the matter should bé thoroughly imvestigsted, and that Mr. Ores- 
well (the district inspector) aud nimself would be present on Thurs- 
day w commence а searching inquiry. 1 told him 1 could not give 
bim sny information respecting the letters in question, but tust 
every letter posted at my piace hed been certainly despaiohed, and 
in eimost every instance і had made ap the bag myself. He told 
me he would return in the evduing with а test-letter, which 1 
must privately mark, во as to be able to swearto it, and 1 must 
tullow the instructions he would give me for a waole week. These 
iustructions were that І must particularly notice all the letters 
despaicned each post, and if 1 thought they contained enclosures 
ot any kind 1 must note the address in а book, so as to teatity 
that they had been duly despatobed. He said that, when Mr. 
O:eswell did arrive, he would require several alterations to be 
made in my way of conducung the bosiness, which must 
be kept more quiet. He asked we what was my average weekly 
supply of money-orders; in the event of my sending more than one 
order to the same office, whether I sent them separately or iogether, 
anu how L made out the advices, as complaints upon this point bad 
been made at the head office. I showed him how 1 geneially sent 
them. He asked to examine my books, forms, aud daily journals, 
which he ssid “appeared to be correct" Не ssid that Mr. 
Bokenham had given orders that he should take away the forus 
at Nesher Stowey, except euch as might be required up to the 
16ш of May, when some fcesu regulations would ve issued, and an 
alieretion made in the numbers (registered by machinery) caused 
by the disparity in the numbers granted in large towne like 
birmingham end Liverpool, compared with small places. He 
asked ior my forme, and Í gave him a whole book containing 
200 forms, and part of another then in use, from which he 
selected forms from 101 to 200 inclusive. He said he should 
send the entire book back to the stores. He made other inquiries 
respeoiing my mode ot doing business, and complained cf the 
driver ol „ihe mail-oart, stating that he should go. wich bim that 
night. He then took away the forms and advice, end about halt- 
past seven in the evening he drew up again in bis gig and entered 
the office. He said he had been to Holfurd, and found great neglect 
of duty there, ana he gave me а letter which he had spoken of as 
a “test letter, containing marked money, on which he required me 
to make э private mark ior the purpose of identity. He enjoined 
me to keep tue masters he had spoken of strictly private for the 
present. 4 then stamped the letters and made up my bag for the 
night, while he stood by and looked on. He asked me how 
long I had been in the office, and whether 1 had succeeded 
Mr. Stanley, and what was my salary, and what extras I had. 
During the time there was & band of music going by, end 
the gentleman's horse being restive, I ran out to the door 
and desired a boy to hold him. During this moment the 
“ inspector " was leit alone in the office, The bag was siter- 
wards given to the driver of the mail-oart. When it had 
gone, the gentleman said, I shall follow that fellow up!“ He 
drove away himselt shortly atter warde. I have siace ascertained 
that the horse which he wes driving belonged to & livery stable 
keeper at Bridgewater. I have examined the forms produced, pur- 
porting to bo money-orders, and L pronounce them to be forgeries 
as far as my signature ів concerned. The name of tho supposed 
remitter was Edgar Reeves, and the payer, William Bright.” 
Al! the orders appeared to be made out ior £10 each, and were de- 
spatched, probaviy, by the sham inapsctor himself. The total 
amount of m frauds was said to be £600, although the money 
applied for Was not ia every oase received. 

Lhomes Jeffery, travelling inspector of the missing letter 
department, having deposed to the fact that the names were 
forgeries, tae prisoner was committed for trial.
